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1. The military airfield, about 3,300x5,000 feet, was northeast 
of UZLOVAYA (SQOS’S/SS^S’U) , Ryazan Oblast, about 1,000 
feet north of the road to STALINOGORSE (38°15 , E/54°4 , N) , 

2,000 feet northwest of the kilometer station 60 •. The 
center of the field and the chief take-off strip were rolled. 
The surface of the field was continually reconditioned, mostly 
by spreading slag. 


2. The following buildings were available: 

A hangar, 66x250 feet, steel construction with sheet 
metal b without gate,, 

A three-story stone quartering building, 50x160 feet 
A stone workshop, 33x66 feet 
A fuel dump. 

3. The field was occupied by: 


a. Ten biplanes. 

b. About 150 IJCOs and EM, No officers "'ere seen.
